Every once in a while a story 
comes over the press wires that 
tells of someone who has just 
discovered that the world war is 
over, and cuite recently there 
was a story of an Alaskan sour- 


dough who didn’t cven know 
that there had been a war, and 
who ‘had been living up on the 
creeks for 15 years, subsisting 
on the game he shot and the 
supplics he traded for with the 
Siwashes, but Angus Beaton, a 
veteran from Fort St. John, 
makes them all look like che- 
chakoes, 

Beaton came into this part of 
the world in 1888 for the Hud- 
son's Bay Company at the samc 
time as Sheriff Peter Gunn of 
Peace River came in for the 
same organization. Angus was 
sent up to Fort St. John, and 
during the rebellion in 1885 he 
wae carrying the mail between 
St. John and Athabasca Land- 
ing. He heard there “was some 
kind of a row on” and walked 
down from the landing to Ed- 
monton to find out what it was. 
By the time he got here the re- 
rebellion was over and the excite: 
ment had died down, so Angus 
walked back, and, believe it or 
not, he hasn't been out of Fort 
St. John since until the other 
day when he heard Sheriff Peter 
“wasn't fecling so good,” so he 
came out to see what was the 
matter. 

“What did I want to come out 
for? ‘There wasn't anything 
special going on and nothing T 
wanted to see,” he seid as he 
sat chatting in the Corona ho- 
tel with Sheriff Gunn, Judge 
Morrison and a few other old- 
timers. He wouldn't even ad- 
mit that he saw much differ- 
ence in the Edmonton of today 
and the Edmonton of 1885, and 
he certainly didn't shy ot the 
street cars and ‘the automobiles. 

“Oh, yes, it’e a bit different,” 
he said casually when asked 


about the Edmonton of 1885, 
but he wasn't impressed, In 
fact, he didn't. even think 


enough of the bright lights to 
make it an extended visit. 
‘When will you be going 
hack?” he was asked, and was 
just as casual, 
“Well, I don’t know, Mebbe 
tomorrow, mebbe next week or

colony which reeently moved into

The colonists want a separate 
school, but this move is opposed by 
the people of Pincher Cyeek, both 
rural and urban, who claim that the 
cutting off of the Hutterite lands 
from the Pincher Creek school dis- 
trict will deprive them of much rev- 


enue, and make school taxes abnor- | 


mally high. 

Although the Pincher Creek citi- 
zens at a mass meeting offered the 
Hutterites the privilege of naming 
an advisory board of two to sit 
with the trustees in 
speaking districts, it is understood 
that the Hutterites are refusing the 
offer and the matter will r 
to the department of education. 

Several meetings of protest have 
been held here culminating in a 
mass meeting Wednesday night, 
when the town's side of the case was 
put before John T. Ross, of Edmon- 
ton, deputy minister of education.

On th theory that the manuscript, if it is one, may throw light on 
the announcement of the prophetess who lived more than a century 
ago, that she was to be the “mother of a new Messiah,” the box will 
be opened soon. 

Since Joanna Southcott, on her deathbed, made the request that 
the box should sot be opened extept in the presence of 24 bishops, the 
National Laboratory has invited three archbishops and eighty bishops 
to be present at a meeting in the near future when the box will be 
pried open.
